MOST DARING ROBBERY. 

On the evening of yefterday {®ennight, one of the 
molt audacious robberies was committed in the houfe of 
Mrs Elliot, of Queen Ann Street Ea(t, that has for a 
confiderable time occurred.

The ruffian then enquired for the Colonel (Colonel 
Waugh, who had died in Mrs E.’s houfe about three 
weeks before,) one of the villians faying, that he owed 
him a grudge for fomething that had happened in the 
» Welt Indies, and would that night be revenged. On 
»» being told that the Colonel was dead, the favage ruffian 

exprefled no furprife ;—they then proceeded to work. 

One of the four, with a piftol in his hand, was left yo 

guard the Ladies; one was left in the paffage, to give- 

the alarm in cafe ofany perfon coming to the door ; and 
the two others proceeded up ftairs, from: whence they 
brought down into the paflage no lefs than fix trunks, 
four belonging to the deceafed officer, and two to Mrs

» This occupied them about an hour, after which they

; the three Ladies and their fervant down to the back 

Kitchen. ‘They complained of its being damp, and of 

their having no feats there ; upon which one of the ruf- 

fans obferved, that the front kitchen was too near the 

Kreet, but he would bring them chairs, which he did 

fecordingly. One of the reffians guarded the Ladies 

in the back kitchen, as before, while the others pro- 
teeded to rifle Mrs Elliot’s drawers and bureau in the 
parlours, from which they took about twelve or four- 
teen pounds in money, fome rings, plate, and other ar- 

Micles of value. ‘They next, very coolly, carried off the 

frunks, which occupied them a confiderable time, as it 

was near twelve o’ctock before they fivally left the houfe. 

This they knew fromi their guard leaving them, and the 

Suter door being foon after fhut with a, noife. Upon 

coming up ftairs,. the floors of the rooms.were covered 

With papers and cloths, which they had thrown about 

ta fearch of money.
